In accordance with Title 865, Article 1, Chapter 12 of the Indiana Administrative 
Code ( Rule 12”), the following observations and opinions are submitted 
regarding the various uncertainties in the locations of the lines and corners 
established this survey as a result of uncertainties in reference monumentation, in 
record descriptions and plots, in lines of occupation and as introduced by random 
errors in measurement (positional accuracy”). There may be unwritten rights 
associated with these uncertainties. The client should assume there is an amount 
of uncertainty along any line equal in magnitude to the discrepancy in the 
location of these lines of possession from the surveyed lines. Note that the 
uncertainty which surrounds a corner is inherently passed to any parcel comer 
dependent on its position. The positional accuracy (due to random errors in 
measurements) of the lines and corners of the subject tract established this survey 
is within the specifications for a Rural Survey. A Rural Survey is 0.26 feet plus 
200 parts per million acceptable relative positional accuracy as defined in IAC 
865. 

The purpose of this survey was to survey, stake the comers of, and create a new 
revised parcel description for a ± 154 acre (record), ± 162.64 acres (measured) 
parcel of land described in instrument #1999016723 in the Monroe County 
Recorder’s Office under the names of Martha Ann Douglas. Steven Scott 
Douglas, and Dan Lee Schoolcraft, Jr. in the West Half of Section 2 and the 
East Half of Section 3, Township 10 North, Range 2 West. 

Monuments and comers discovered, analyzed, and used in the process of this 
survey, the theory of location used to establish these monuments and corners, 
and this surveyor’s opinion of the uncertainties associated with these monuments 
and comers are as follows: 

"A" is a 0.2’ north-south by 0.7' east-west wedge shaped limestone 1’ long with 
its top 0.3 above ground at the point of intersection of old east, west, and north 
fence lines. This stone was initially found lying flat on the ground. We dug a 
hole and set the stone upright at this fence intersection. The center of the stone 
was initially found, as noted, flat on the ground, 0.8’ south of where it was reset. 

A nail with surveyor’s ribbon was found at the location at which it was reset. 

This appears to be a corner stone that marks the Southwest Comer of Section 35, 
Township 11 North, Range 2 West that had been disturbed in fence building 
procedures and, in my opinion, the location in which it was reset is the most 
reliable evidence of the original location of said comer (originally established by 
the Bureau of Land Management and monumented with a wooden stake circa 
1820) with 2* of uncertainty. 

”B” is a rebar with Mundy, PLS, cap on top found 0.4’ below and 2 1/2’ west of 
the physical center of a north-south gravel lane. This rebar was set by Michael 
Mundy in a prior survey. This surveyor did discuss (in 2003) with Mr. Mundy 
this rebars location and Mr. Mundy said that he had surveyed along the section 
lines east and west of it and found that this location to be a best fit for the true 
original location of the Northwest Corner of Fractional Section 1, Township 10 
North, Range 2 West. This surveyor, also, found this rebar to be in close 
agreement with long standing occupation lines and it is, in my opinion, the most 
reliable evidence of the original location of said corner, though an exact 
magnitude of uncertainty surrounding this rebar is undeterminable due to the lack 
of preservation of the original monument. 

*C” is a 5/8" diameter rebar with 2” diameter aluminum cap inscribed "Michael 
E. Sheppard LS #20100021” set (in prior survey by Sheppard Land Surveying, 

LLC dated June 20, 2007 and recorded in Instrument #200713858 in the Morgan 
County Recorder’s Office) 0.1’ below and 2’ south of the center on an east-west 
gravel driveway at the approximate extension of an old northbound fence line to 
monument the Southeast Corner of Section 35, Township 11 North, Range 2 
West. The rebar was set (as calculated by Sheppard Land Surveying, LLC in 
prior project dated July 28, 2003 and recorded in Instrument #2003028780 in the 
Monroe County Recorder’s Office) at the extension of a line from the monument 
found per records in the Morgan County Surveyor’s Office at the Northeast 

Corner ofrFroctionolSection 1, Township--! Q-Nortiy-R o n g e 2 West throug h^ the— -_ 

rebar at ”B” and at record distance of 154 links (±101.64’) west of ”B” that is 
cited in the original survey notes from the Bureau of Land Management 1819 
survey. 

"D” is a concrete comer post at the comer of west and south fences. This 
concrete post was in consistent alignment with fencing along the North Line of 
the Northwest Quarter of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West and was 
held os being on the original section line. 

”E” is a capped rebar (The term "capped rebar" refers to a 5/8” diameter rebar 
with plastic cap on top of it inscribed "Sheppard LS#20100021”.) set with top 
left 0.4’ above ground at the southwest base of a 30” diameter red ook tree, 4 1/2’ 
north of an old east-west fence line, on line "A” to ”D” and at record distance of 
1.68 chains (110.88’) from “A” as cited in the original notes when the sections 
were originally established by the Bureau of Land Management to monument the 
Northwest Corner of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West. 

”F” is a capped rebar set with top left 0.4’ above ground, ± 0.5’ north of an old 
east—west fence line at the extension of line ”A” through ”D” and at an 
equidistant split of the length of line "A” to ”C* to monument the South Quarter 
Comer of Section 35, Township 11 North, Range 2 West. 

”G” is a capped rebar set with top left 0.4’ above ground, ± 0.7’ north of an old 
east-west fence line on line ”F” to ”C” and at an equidistant split of the length of 
line E to B to monument the North Quarter Corner of Section 2, Township 
10 North, Range 2 West. 

”H* is the calculated location of the Northeast Comer of the West Half of the 
Northwest ^Quarter^ of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West, calculated 
on line ”£” to ”D” and at an equidistant split of the length of line ”E” to ”G”. 

Said calculated comer is in considerable agreement with the alignment of the 
county road going south from this location and is ± 7.7’ west of the concrete post 
at ”D . 

”1” is a 4” by 4” wood corner post at the corner of old north, east, and west 
fences. The area around this post was dug and probed for possible additional 
monumentation. However, it was discovered that this area has been, in the past, 
dug up by pipe line and, possibly, a telephone line, too, as a telephone manhole 
exists near the southeast side of this post. Due to the long-standing occupation 
lines that corner at this post, this post is, in my opinion, the most reliable evidence 
of the original location of the West Quarter Corner of Fractional Section 1 and 
East Quarter Corner of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West (originally 
established by the Bureau of Land Management and monumented with a 
wooden stake in 1819) with an estimated 3’ of uncertainty. Note that this corner 
post was held as monumenting the West Quarter Corner of Section 1, Township 
10 North, Range 2 West in prior survey by Sheppard Land Surveying, LLC 
dated June 26, 2003 and recorded in Instrument #2003028780 in the Monroe 
County Recorder’s Office. After completion of said prior survey, a survey was 
provided to me by Douglas Curry of Bynam Fanyo Associates dated January 12, 

2004 in which he notes finding a rebar ± 17’ north of this old comer post and 
accepting it as monumenting the West Quarter Corner of the Section which 
would be the East Quarter Comer of Section 2 in this survey, although he did not 
note knowing the origin or history of this rebar. It is still this surveyor’s opinion 
that the ancient fence corner is the most reliable evidence of preservation of the 
original location said corner. 

"J” is a 1’ north-south by 0,25 east-west limestone found 0.25’ above ground, 
with a faint cross on top of it and a steel fence post on its east side. This stone is 
noted in records of the Monroe County Surveyor’s Office as monumenting the 
Southeast Comer of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West and is, in my 
opinion, the most reliable evidence of the original location of the said Comer 
(originally established by the Bureau of Land Management and monumented 
with a wooden stake in 1819) with negligible uncertainty. 

“K” is a 0.7’ X 0.7’ X 4’ tall limestone post found at the corner of east-west— 
south fence lines. The exact origin and history of this post is not well 
documented in the Monroe County Records. It is in my opinion the most reliable 
evidence of the location of the East Quarter Corner of Section 10 and the West 
Quarter Comer of Section 11, Township 10 North, Range 2 West (originally 
established by the Bureau of Land Management and monumented with a wood 
stake circa 1819) with negligible uncertainty. 


”L” is the location of the Southwest Corner of Section 3, Township 10 North, 

Range 2 West per the geometry of a survey by Jess A. Gwinn dates September 
28, 2003 and recorded in Instrument #2003030618 in the Monroe County 
Recorder s Office. This calculated location is relative to a Gwinn capped rebar 
found 0.3’ above ground in a fence row North 23 degrees 39 minutes 15 seconds 
West, 232.19 and a mag nail found 0.2’ below and in the center of a county 

road at a northbound fence line extended found North 13 degrees 11 minutes 43 

seconds West, 120.22’ from this calculated location. Mr. Gwinn noted that he 
did not set this calculated corner due to the fact that it falls in someone’s garden 
and I verified that this calculated corner does in fact fall in a garden. Mr. Gwinn 
notes he calculated this corner by proportionate measurement between a stone 
found at the Southeast Corner of the Northeast Quarter of Section 9 and a stone 

found at the Northeast Corner of the Southeast Quarter of the Southeast Quarter 

of Section 4, Township 10, Range 2 West. Thus, I am in agreement with the 
northing location of Mr. Gwinn’s corner since it was established proportionately 
between the stones found north and south of it It is my opinion that the easting 
location of this corner bears considerable uncertainty since the line from one 
section to the next might not be a straight line. Thus, I used the northing location 
of the monument for the purposes of my survey. The easting location, in my 
opinion, needs further work to verify and was not required for the purposes of 
this survey. 

”M” and ”N” are Graham PLS capped rebars found 0.2* and 0.8’ above ground 
in an old fence line that represents, in my opinion, the most reliable evidence of 
the old Indian Treaty Line. 

”0" is^a calculated point at the intersection of line ”M" through ”N” with a line 
from L and at a proportionate measurement split of the record versus measured 
distance between K and ”E”. 

”P” is a 5/8” diameter rebar with 2” oluminum cap inscribed "Michael E. 

Sheppard LS #20100021 set flush with ground in a grove of young, mostly 

walnut, row planted trees. This monument was set by double proportionate 
measurement from ”J” to "O” and ”K” to ”E” per the procedures set forth by the 
Bureau of Land Management for the establishment of a lost section corner since 
no evidence of the original section comer could be found in this vicinity. 

"Q” is a 5/8" diameter rebar with 2” aluminum cap inscribed "Michael E. 

Sheppard LS #20100021” set 0.4’ above ground on a wooded hillside. It was set 

on line J to P and at a proportionate measurement split of the record versus 
measured dimensions between "J” and "P” per the procedure set forth by the 
Bureau of Land Management for the establishment of a lost section comer since 
no evidence of any comer was found in this vicinity. 

”R” is the calculated location of the Southeast Comer of the West Half of the 
Southwest Quarter of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West, calculated 
at an on line equidistant split between P” and "Q" per the procedures set forth 
by the Bureau of Land Management for establishment of the southeast comer of 
the west half of the southwest quarter of a section of land. An old steel post 
with 2 different colors of ribbon on it was found in remnants of an east-west 
fence line. North 60 degrees East, 83.2’ from this location. I do not believe the 
old fence line evidence with the steel post was set by anybody with any 
reasonable care since there was no evidence of any section comers in the area. 

”S” is a 5/8" diameter rebar with 2” aluminum cap inscribed "Michael E. 

Sheppard LS #20100021 set flush with ground in a pasture ± 50' west of a 
north-south electric fence line and ± 40 south of an east-west electric fence line 


"T” is a 5/8” diameter rebar found 0.5’ above ground. It was found to be in 
agreement with evidence of an old east-west fence line in trees. An old 
disturbed comer stone was found lying on the ground a couple feet south of it. 

The rebar was set by Michael D. Mundy PLS in survey by him dated May 27, 

1998. The rebar was later entered in the records in the Monroe County 
Surveyors Office as monumenting the Northwest Comer of the Southeast 
Quarter of Section 3, Township 10 North, Range 2 West and is, in my opinion, 
the most reliable evidence of the originally established location of said comer 
with an estimated 1’ of uncertainty. 

-”U ” is-the-eelcukited location o f - tho Ce nt e r., of S&etkm--2^-Township- 40 
Range 2 West, calculated at the intersection of the lines from ”G* to ”Q" and "I” 
to S” per the procedure set forth by the Bureau of Land Management for 
establishment of the center of a section of land. No records were found in the 
Monroe County Surveyor’s Office indicating that this comer had ever been 
monumented or established by a survey. 

’V” is the calculated location of the Northeast Corner of the West Half of the 
Southwest Quarter of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West, calculated 
at an on line, equidistant split between S” and "U” per the procedure set forth 
by the Bureau of Land Management for establishment of the northeast comer of 
the west half of the southwest quarter of a section of land. This comer falls in a 
cemetery. No comer records were found in the Monroe County Surveyor’s 
Office of having ever been established or monumented by a survey. 

”W” is a 0.5* by 0.5’ limestone monument found 0.2’ above ground. This 
monument is shown in survey on description by Edmond Farkas dated 
September 4, 1987 as monumenting the southwest comer of the church property 
and, therefore, was held as the controlling monument for such. 

"X*.is 0.3’ north—south by 1’ east-west limestone found 0.7’ above ground at the 
beginning of a westbound fence line. This stone is also shown on said Farkas 
survey and, therefore held as controlling the alignment of the south line of the 
church parcel. 

”Y” is a mag nail (The term ”mag nail* refers to a 2 1/2" long magnetic nail in a 
washer inscribed ’’Sheppard LS#20100021".) set flush with asphalt in the 
physical center of the asphalt surface of a county road at the intersection of the 
extension of line ”W” through ”X” with said center line. 

”Z” is a 1/2” diameter rebar found 0.8’ above ground at the east base of a wood 
railroad tie comer post. Like the monuments at "W" and "X”, this monument is 
shown in said Farkas survey and, therefore, held as the controlling monument for 
the northwest corner of the church parcel. 

"a” is the base^of a bend 1/2” diameter rebar found 0.5’ below ground. Like the 
monuments at ”X", ”W”, and ”Z”, it is shown in the Farkas survey of the church 
and, therefore, held as controlling the alignment of the north boundary of the 
church property. 

"b” is a mag nail set flush with asphalt ± 2’ west of the physical center of the 
asphalt surface of a north-south county road at the intersection of line "Z" 
through ”a" with "V” to "H”. 

*c" is a mag nail set flush with asphalt at the intersection of line V to "H* with 
the physical center of a westbound asphalt county road as will be discussed 
further in this report. 

”d" is a calculated comer on line *S” to ”E“ with said line’s intersection with the 
physical center of the asphalt surface of a county road. 


f is a mag nail set flush with asphalt in the mean center of the asphalt surface 
of a county road, on a line from e” and parallel with ”S” to ”E” with said center 
line s intersection. 

”g” is a mag nail set flush with asphalt ±1 1/2’ east of the physical center of the 
asphalt surface of a north-south asphalt county road on line S to ”T” and at 
record distance cited in the record description of 126 l/2 rods (2087.25’) from 

”h" is the ^calculated corner on line ”P* to ”L" with said line’s intersection with a 
line from "g”^ parallel with the mean bearing of the center of the north—south 
county road ”g” is within, as will be discussed further in the report. 

T is o capped rebar set 0.3’ above ground, 6’ north of an old east-west fence 
line on line "h to ”g” and at 18.75% of the length of line "h” to ”g" from ”h" as 
will be discussed further in this report. 


’j" is a capped rebar set 0.2' above ground on line "P* to *S" and at 18.75% of 
the length of line P to S north of ”P” as will be discussed further in this 
report. 

»£ '« o calculated point on line ”Q" to ”U” and at 18.75% of the length of line 
0 to U from Q as will be discussed further in this report. 

*m* is a mag nail set flush with asphalt in the physical center of the asphalt 
surface of an asphalt county road at the intersection. of line ”j” to "k” with said 
center line. 

V is a capped rebar set with top left 0.2’ above ground on line "m" to ”j” to act 
as a witness to the mag nail ot m" in case it is ever destroyed in road 
construction. 

In regards to uncertainties due to inconsistencies, ambiguities, and lack of 
clarity in record descriptions and plats, the following wos observed. The record 
description of the parcel staked this survey actually describes 3 different parcels, 
the first of which begins at the Northeost Comer of the Northwest Quarter of the 
Southwest Quarter of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West (V on 

attached Plat of Survey) and then cites "thence West 126 1/2 rods to the east side 

of Mount Tabor and Martinsville Road." The distance of 126 1/2 rods equivalates 
to 2087.25 and the mag nail at g was set at this record distance from V* and 
does fail approximately 1 1/2 east of the center of the road. Exactly what the 
scrivener of the deed was referring to when he cited "the east side of 
the...Road is ambiguous ond lacks clarity. It then cites "thence South 130 
rods which equivalates to 2145’. Again it is ambiguous in that it does not 
define to what hie bearing of "South is relative. The adjoining descriptions 
west of line g to ”i" cite monuments that were searched for. but not found this 
survey, in the center of the road and the extension of the center of the road as 
controlling its eastern boundary. Thus, the bearing of the mean center of the road 
wos held to establish the line going south from ”g”. As such, this line is 

approximately 1 1/2’ east of the center of the road and may constitute a gap in 

descriptions of 1 to 2’. The 130 rod (2145’) distance from ”g* does not agree 
with the 30 rod (495’) distance north of the section line per the adjoining 
description south of line ”i" to ”j“ and "j" to ”m”. Said description is described 
in instrument #2005014636 in the Monroe County Recorder’s Office and said 
description appears to have been written in a survey by Edmond Farkas dated 
December 26, 1977. From a review of the Farkas survey, it is evident, in my 
opinion, that he did not know where the section comers were ond his survey is, in 
my opinion, for the most part, without merit, it is evident that the original 
description of this parcel cited its north line as 30 rods (495’) north of the section 
line whereas the original descriptions to the parcels stoked this survey cited their 
south line as 130 rods (2145') south of the North Line of the South Half of 
Sections 2 and 3. These dimensions (2145‘+495’) add up to 2640’. Thus it is 
evident that the scriveners of the description felt that the dimensions of the south 
haives of Sections 2 and 3 were a uniform 2640’, This is also evidence to me that 
these descriptions were not based on an actual survey, but rather record 
dimensions as the north—south dimensions of the Southwest Quarter of Section 2 
and the Southeast Quarter of Section 3 were significantly longer than 2640’. 

After putting much thought into this I came to the conclusion and submit the 
opinion that there was never intended to be a gap in descriptions between these 
two parcels, i also come to the conclusion that onother way of looking ot these 
deed descriptions was thot the descriptions were, in essence, citing that parcels 
south of line "i” to ”j* to "m” got 18.75% of the north-south length of the 
Southwest Quarter of Section 2 and the Southeast Quarter of Section 3 and the 
description of the parcel retraced this survey got 81.25% of the length of these 
lines. Thus, this is how I established T at 18.75% of the distance from ”h" to 
”g”; "j” at 18.75% of the distance from ”P” to ”S”; and ”k” at 18.75% of the 
distance from ”Q” to ”U”. As such, each parcel shores proportionately equally in 
the excess distance. The first description cites that the parcel turns south 30 rods 
(495’) at the intersection of line ”R” to "V*. However, it was discovered by the 
title company that this part of the description had been deeded off years ago via 
Deed Record Book 10, Page 504 in the Monroe County Recorder’s Office and 
just never rewritten os an exception from the existing parcel description. From 
there the parcel cites the center of the road from "m to ”Y* and the adjoining 
descriptions east of ”m" to *V also cite the some center of the same road. Thus 
there is no ambiguity in descriptions between ”m” to ”Y”. The parcel does 
except out an area around the Liberty Church. This area it excepts out is 
ambiguous. However, a deed which contains a survey by Ed Forkos around the 
/cemetery called for the points at ”X”, "W”, ~Z", and a". As such, they were 
>*J£as being on the original exception lines. This first description then goes to 

V and then bock to S with the exception of the area around the cemetery. 

J, L??, 0 , part of . t . he description commences at ”S” and then cites East 80 rods 
(1^20 ). In my opinion this 80 rod dimension (1320*) was meant to go to V 
(1327.47) It then cites thence North 52 rods, thence West 80 rods, thence 
South to the place of beginning, except 1 acre out of the Southeast comer for 
ounal and church purposes.” Thus line ”b” to ”c” was established on line "V” to 
D •/The north-south dimension of 52 rods (858’) was yielded to the physical 
center of the road which centerline of said road is cited as the boundary line of 
all the parcels north of ft. As such the dimension of ”b* to ”c* Is approximately 
6 longer than the record dimension and the dimension of V to is 4.61* 
shorter. Although it is my opinion that, though not specifically cited in the 
descnption, it was the intent for the north line of the second parcel to be in 
harmony with ^the center of the road. The third description cites its point of 
beginning as S and then cites West 44 rods (726’) and then North 52 rods 
(858J which would fall approximately 10.25’ north of the mean center of the 
road. Thus, like c and d , ”f” was set in the mean center of the road 10.2’ 
short of the record distance. It is peculiar that ”e” to "f” is east of the county 
road. However, the adjoining description west of this line in Deed Record Book 
163, Page 84 cites its east line as 118 rods (1947’) east of the West Line of the 
Northeast Quarter of Section 3, Township 10 North, Range 2 West and, os such, 
actually overlops onto line ”e" to ”f" by approximately 29.67’. Due to the 
ambiguities and lack of clarity in record descriptions and plats, I created a 
revised parcel description that is, in my opinion, the most reliable interpretation 
of the original record descriptions of the parcels surveyed, staked, and combined 
in the survey. 

In regards to uncertainties due to occupation lines, a fence along line T to ”m” 
was found to be from 10.8’ south to 32.8’ north of line "j* to in*. A fence 
al°ng tine X to I* wos found to be from 0.2' north to 0.4’ south of line ”X” 

" • A fence along line ”W” to "Z” was found to be from 0.8' west to 2.1’ 
east of line _ w to Z . A fence along line ”Z” to ”b” was found to be from 0.2’ 

south to 0.2 north of line 1 to ”b”. A fence along port of line "g" to T is as 

much as 16.2 east of line ”g” to ”i*. A fence olong part of line i to ”j" is 

approximately 6 south of line V to "j". The center of the county road is from 1’ 
to 2 west of line g” to where it curves, os shown on Plot of Survey. The center 

of the county road from "e” to *f* is as much as 51.4’ west of line "e” to ”f”. 

The mean center of the asphalt county road was held to establish line ”f” to ”c” 
as will be discussed further in the report. Line ”c” to ”b* is within the county 

rood at all locations and within ±4’ of being in the center of said road. The 

physical^ center of the asphalt surface wos held for the boundary line between 

V to m , which centerline would, in my opinion, constitute the occupation 
line. Note that certain unwritten (legal) rights might be involved os to actual 
ownership and/or use of the property between these occupation lines and the 
record boundary lines staked this survey. Before teoring out old occupation lines 
or constructing new in locations where the old occupation lines ore not coincident 
with the record boundary lines and for more information about unwritten (legal) 
rights to property ownership, it is advisable to consult legal council.

Surveyor’s Report 

In accordance with Title 865, Article 1, Chapter 12 of the Indiana Administrative 
Code ( Rule 12”), the following observations and opinions are submitted 
regarding the various uncertainties in the locations of the lines and corners 
established this survey as a result of uncertainties in reference monumentation, in 
record descriptions and plots, in lines of occupation and as introduced by random 
errors in measurement ("positional accuracy”). There may be unwritten rights 
associated with these uncertainties. The client should assume there is an amount 
of uncertainty along any line equal in magnitude to the discrepancy in the 
location of these lines of possession from the surveyed lines. Note that the 
uncertainty which surrounds a corner is inherently passed to any parcel comer 
dependent on its position. The positional accuracy (due to random errors in 
measurements) of the lines and corners of the subject tract established this survey 
is within the specifications for a Rural Survey. A Rural Survey is 0.26 feet plus 
200 parts per million acceptable relative positional accuracy as defined in IAC 


The purpose of this survey was to survey, stake the comers of, and create a new 
revised parcel description for a ± 154 acre (record), ± 162.64 acres (measured) 
parcel of land described in instrument #1999016723 in the Monroe County 
Recorder’s Office under the names of Martha Ann Douglas, Steven Scott 
Douglas, and Dan Lee Schoolcraft, Jr. in the West Half of Section 2 and the 
East Half of Section 3, Township 10 North, Range 2 West. 

Monuments and comers discovered, analyzed, and used in the process of this 
survey, the theory of location used to establish these monuments and corners, 
and this surveyor’s opinion of the uncertainties associated with these monuments 
and corners are as follows: 

"A" is a 0.2’ north—south by 0.7' east-west wedge shaped limestone 1’ long with 
its top 0.3 above ground at the point of intersection of old east, west, and north 
fence lines. This stone was initially found lying flat on the ground. We dug a 
hole and set the stone upright at this fence intersection. The center of the stone 
was initially found, as noted, flat on the ground, 0.8’ south of where it was reset. 
A nail with surveyor’s ribbon was found at the location at which it was reset. 

This appears to be a corner stone that marks the Southwest Comer of Section 35, 
Township 11 North, Range 2 West that had been disturbed in fence building 
procedures and, in my opinion, the location in which it was reset is the most 

reliable evidence of the original location of said comer (originally established by 

the Bureau of Land Management and monumented with a wooden stake circa 
1820) with 2* of uncertainty. 

”B" is a rebar with Mundy, PLS, cap on top found 0.4’ below and 2 1/2’ west of 

the physical center of a north-south gravel lane. This rebar was set by Michael 

Mundy in a prior survey. This surveyor did discuss (in 2003) with Mr. Mundy 
this rebar’s location and Mr. Mundy said that he had surveyed along the section 
lines east and west of it and found that this location to be a best fit for the true 
original location of the Northwest Corner of Fractional Section 1, Township 10 
North, Range 2 West. This surveyor, also, found this rebar to be in close 
agreement with long standing occupation lines and it is, in my opinion, the most 
reliable evidence of the original location of said corner, though an exact 
magnitude of uncertainty surrounding this rebar is undeterminable due to the lack 
of preservation of the original monument. 


L is the location of the Southwest Comer of Section 3, Township 10 North, 

Range 2 West per the geometry of a survey by Jess A. Gwinn dates September 
28, 2003 and recorded in Instrument #2003030618 in the Monroe County 
Recorder s Office. This calculated location is relative to a Gwinn capped rebar 
found 0.3 above ground in a fence row North 23 degrees 39 minutes 15 seconds 
West, 232.19’ and a mag nail found 0.2’ below and in the center of a county 
road at a northbound fence line extended found North 13 degrees 11 minutes 43 
seconds West, 120.22 from this calculated location. Mr. Gwinn noted that he 
did not set this calculated corner due to the foct that it falls in someone’s garden 
and I verified that this calculated corner does in fact fall in a garden. Mr. Gwinn 
notes he calculated this corner by proportionate measurement between a stone 
found at the Southeast Corner of the Northeast Quarter of Section 9 and a stone 
found at the Northeast Corner of the Southeast Quarter of the Southeast Quarter 
of Section 4, Township 10, Range 2 West. Thus, I am in agreement with the 
northing location of Mr. Gwinn’s corner since it was established proportionately 
between the stones found north and south of it It is my opinion that the easting 
location of this corner bears considerable uncertainty since the line from one 
section to the next might not be a straight line. Thus, I used the northing location 
of the monument for the purposes of my survey. The easting location, in my 
opinion, needs further work to verity and was not required for the purposes of 
this survey. 

"M” and ”N” are Graham PLS capped rebars found 0.2’ and 0.8’ above ground 
in an old fence line that represents, in my opinion, the most reliable evidence of 
the old Indian Treaty Line. 

”0” is^a calculated point at the intersection of line "M" through "N* with a line 
from L” and at a proportionate measurement split of the record versus measured 
distance between "K and *E". 

”P” is a 5/8” diameter rebar with 2" oluminum cap inscribed "Michael E. 

Sheppard LS #20100021" set flush with ground in a grove of young, mostly 
walnut, row planted trees. This monument was set by double proportionate 
measurement from ”J to ”0“ and ”K* to ”E” per the procedures set forth by the 
Bureau of Land Management for the establishment of a lost section corner since 
no evidence of the original section comer could be found in this vicinity. 

"Q" is a 5/8” diameter rebar with 2" aluminum cap inscribed "Michael E. 

Sheppard LS #20100021” set 0.4’ above ground on a wooded hillside. It was set 
on line J to P and ot a proportionate measurement split of the record versus 
measured dimensions between ”J” and "P" per the procedure set forth by the 
Bureau of Land Management for the establishment of a lost section corner since 
no evidence of any comer was found in this vicinity. 

”R” is the calculated location of the Southeast Comer of the West Half of the 
Southwest Quarter of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West, calculated 
at an on line equidistant split between P” and "Q" per the procedures set forth 
by the Bureau of Land Management for establishment of the southeast comer of 
the west half of the southwest quarter of a section of land. An old steel post 
with 2 different colors of ribbon on it was found in remnants of an east-west 
fence line. North 60 degrees East, 83.2’ from this location. I do not believe the 
old fence line evidence with the steel post was set by anybody with any 
reasonable care since there was no evidence of any section comers in the area. 

”S" is a 5/8” diameter rebar with 2" aluminum cap inscribed "Michael E. 

Sheppard LS #20100021" set flush with ground in a pasture ± 50’ west of a 
north—south electric fence line and ± 40'* south of an east-west electric fence line 
on line E to P and at a proportionate measurement split of the record versus 
measured distance from ”E" to P”. 


"C” is a 5/8" diameter rebar with 2” diameter aluminum cap inscribed "Michael 
E. Sheppard LS #20100021” set (in prior survey by Sheppard Land Surveying, 

LLC dated June 20, 2007 and recorded in Instrument #200713858 in the Morgan 
County Recorder’s Office) 0.1* below and 2’ south of the center on an east-west 
gravel driveway at the approximate extension of an old northbound fence line to 
monument the Southeast Corner of Section 35, Township 11 North, Range 2 
West. The re bar was set (as calculated by Sheppard Land Surveying, LLC in 
prior project dated July 28, 2003 and recorded in Instrument #2003028780 in the 
Monroe County Recorder’s Office) at the extension of a line from the monument 
found per records in the Morgan County Surveyor’s Office at the Northeast

rebar at ”B” and ot record distance of 154 links (±101.64’) west of ”B” that is 
cited in the original survey notes from the Bureau of Land Management 1819 
survey. 

”D" is a concrete comer post at the comer of west and south fences. This 
concrete post was in consistent alignment with fencing along the North Line of 
the Northwest Quarter of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West and was 
held os being on the original section line. 

”E” is a copped rebar (The term "capped rebar" refers to a 5/8” diameter rebar 
with plastic cap on top of it inscribed "Sheppard LS#20100021”.) set with top 
left 0.4’ above ground at the southwest base of a 30” diameter red ook tree, 4 1/2’ 
north of an old east—west fence line, on line ”A” to ”D” and at record distance of 
1.68 chains (110.88’) from “A” as cited in the original notes when the sections 
were originally established by the Bureau of Land Management to monument the 
Northwest Corner of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West, 

”F* is a capped rebar set with top left 0.4’ above ground, ± 0.5’ north of an old 
east-west fence line at the extension of line ”A" through "D” and at an 
equidistant split of the length of line "A” to ”C” to monument the South Quarter 
Comer of Section 35, Township 11 North, Range 2 West. 

”G” is a capped rebar set with top left 0.4’ above ground, ± 0.7’ north of an old 
east-west fence line on line ”F” to ”C” and at an equidistant split of the length of 
line E” to ”B to monument the North Quarter Corner of Section 2, Township 
10 North, Range 2 West. 


”H* is the calculated location of the Northeast Corner of the West Half of the 
Northwest Quarter of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West, calculated 
on line ”£” to "D" and at an equidistant split of the length of line ”E” to "G”. 

Said calculated corner is in considerable agreement with the alignment of the 
county road going south from this location and is ± 7.7’ west of the concrete post 
at "D .

An old 
disturbed comer stone was found lying on the ground a couple feet south of it. 

The rebar was set by Michael D. Mundy PLS in survey by him dated May 27, 

1998. The rebar was later entered in the records in the Monroe County 
Surveyors Office as monumenting the Northwest Comer of the Southeast 
Quarter of Section 3, Township 10 North, Range 2 West and is, in my opinion, 
the most reliable evidence of the originally established location of said comer 
with an estimated 1’ of uncertainty.

Rancje 2 West, calculated ot the intersection of the lines from "G* to ”Q” and ”1” 
to S" per the procedure set forth by the Bureau of Land Management for 
establishment of the center of a section of land. No records were found in the 
Monroe County Surveyor’s Office indicating that this comer had ever been 
monumented or established by a survey. 

"V” is the calculated location of the Northeast Corner of the West Half of the 
Southwest Quarter of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West, calculated 
at an on line, equidistant split between S" and "U” per the procedure set forth 
by the Bureau of Land Management for establishment of the northeast comer of 
the west half of the southwest quarter of a section of land. This comer falls in a 
cemetery. No comer records were found in the Monroe County Surveyor's 
Office of having ever been established or monumented by a survey. 

”W” is a 0.5’ by 0.5’ limestone monument found 0.2’ above ground. This 
monument is shown in survey on description by Edmond Farkas dated 
September 4, 1987 as monumenting the southwest corner of the church property 
and, therefore, was held as the controlling monument for such. 

”X” is 0.3’ north-south by 1’ east-west limestone found 0.7’ above ground at the 
beginning of a westbound fence line. This stone is also shown on said Farkas 
survey and, therefore held as controlling the alignment of the south line of the 
church parcel. 

"Y” is a mag nail (The term "mag nail" refers to a 2 1/2" long magnetic noil in a 
washer inscribed Sheppard LS#20100021”) set flush with asphalt in the 
physical center of the asphalt surface of a county road at the intersection of the 
extension of line ”W” through ”X” with said center line. 

”Z” is a 1/2” diameter rebar found 0.8’ above ground at the east base of a wood 
railroad tie comer post. Like the monuments at "W” and "X", this monument is 
shown in said Farkas survey and, therefore, held as the controlling monument for 
the northwest corner of the church parcel. 


”1” is a 4” by 4” wood corner post at the corner of old north, east, and west 
fences. The area around this post was dug and probed for possible additional 
monumentation. However, it was discovered that this area has been, in the past, 
dug up by pipe line and, possibly, a telephone line, too, as a telephone manhole 
exists near the southeast side of this post. Due to the long-standing occupation 
lines that corner at this post, this post is, in my opinion, the most reliable evidence 
of the original location of the West Quarter Corner of Fractional Section 1 and 
East Quarter Corner of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West (originally 
established by the Bureau of Land Management and monumented with a 
wooden stake in 1819) with an estimated 3’ of uncertainty. Note that this corner 
post was held as monumenting the West Quarter Corner of Section 1, Township 
10 North, Range 2 West in prior survey by Sheppard Land Surveying, LLC 
dated June 26, 2003 and recorded in Instrument #2003028780 in the Monroe 
County Recorder's Office. After completion of said prior survey, a survey was 
provided to me by Douglas Curry of Bynam Fanyo Associates dated January 12, 

2004 in which he notes finding a rebar ± 17’ north of this old comer post and 
accepting it as monumenting the West Quarter Corner of the Section which 
would be the East Quarter Comer of Section 2 in this survey, although he did not 
note knowing the origin or history of this rebar. It is still this surveyor’s opinion 
that the ancient fence corner is the most reliable evidence of preservation of the 
original location said corner. 

”J" is a 1’ north-south by 0,25 east-west limestone found 0.25' above ground 
with a faint cross on top of it and a steel fence post on its east side. This stone is 
noted in records of the Monroe County Surveyor’s Office as monumenting the 
Southeast Comer of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West and is, in my 
opinion, the most reliable evidence of the original location of the said Comer 
(originally established by the Bureau of Land Management and monumented 
with a wooden stake in 1819) with negligible uncertainty. 

“K” is a 0.7’ X 0.7’ X 4’ tall limestone post found at the comer of east-west— 
south fence lines. The exact origin and history of this post is not well 
documented in the Monroe County Records. It is in my opinion the most reliable 
evidence of the location of the East Quarter Corner of Section 10 and the West 
Quarter Comer of Section 11, Township 10 North, Range 2 West (originally 
established by the Bureau of Land Management and monumented with a wood 
stake circa 1819) with negligible uncertainty. 


a is the base of a bend 1/2” diameter rebar found 0.5’ below ground. Like the 
monuments at ”X", "W”, and ”Z", it is shown in the Farkas survey of the church 
and, therefore, held as controlling the alignment of the north boundary of the 
church property. 

"b” is a mag nail set flush with asphalt ± 2’ west of the physical center of the 
asphalt surface of a north-south county road at the intersection of line "Z" 
through ”a” with V to *H". 

”c” is a mag nail set flush with asphalt at the intersection of line V to "H” with 
the physical center of a westbound asphalt county road as will be discussed 
further in this report. 

”d” is a calculated comer on line ”S” to ”E“ with soid line’s intersection with the 
physical center of the asphalt surface of a county road.

In regards to uncertainties due to inconsistencies, ombiguities. and lack of 
clarity in record descriptions and plats, the following wos observed. The record 
description of the parcel staked this survey actuolly describes 3 different parcels, 
the first of which begins at the Northeast Comer of the Northwest Quarter of the 
Southwest Quarter of Section 2, Township 10 North, Range 2 West ("V" on 

attached Plat of Survey) and then cites "thence West 126 1/2 rods to the east side 

of Mount Tabor and Martinsville Road.” The distance of 126 1/2 rods equivalates 
to 2087.25 and the mag nail at ”g” wos set at this record distance from V’ and 
does fall approximately 1 1/2 east of the center of the road. Exactly what the 
scrivener of the deed was referring to when he cited "the eost side of 
the...Road is ambiguous and lacks clarity. It then cites "thence South 130 
rods which equivalates to 2145’. Again it is ambiguous in that it does not 
define to what jthe bearing of "South is relative. The adjoining descriptions 
west of line g to "i" cite monuments that were searched for, but not found this 
survey, in the center of the road and the extension of the center of the road as 
controlling its eastern boundary. Thus, the bearing of the mean center of the road 
was held to establish the line going south from "g”. As such, this line is 

approximately 1 1/2’ east of the center of the road and may constitute a gap in 

descriptions of 1’ to 2’. The 130 rod (2145’) distance from "g” does not agree 
with the 30 rod (495’) distance north of the section line per the adjoining 
description south of line "i” to "j” and "j" to "m". Said description is described 
in Instrument #2005014636 in the Monroe County Recorder’s Office and said 
description appears to have been written in a survey by Edmond Farkas dated 
December 26, 1977. From a review of the Farkas survey, it is evident, in my 
opinion, that he did not know where the section comers were and his survey is, in 
my opinion, for the most part, without merit. It is evident that the original 
description of this parcel cited its north line as 30 rods (495’) north of the section 
line whereas the original descriptions to the parcels staked this survey cited their 
south line as 130 rods (2145’) south of the North Line of the South Half of 

Sections 2 and 3. These dimensions (2145‘+495’) odd up to 2640'. Thus it is 

evident that the scriveners of the description felt that the dimensions of the south 
halves of Sections 2 and 3 were a uniform 2640’, This is olso evidence to me that 
these descriptions were not based on an actual survey, but rather record 
dimensions as the north—south dimensions of the Southwest Quarter of Section 2 
and the Southeast Quarter of Section 3 were significantly longer than 2640’. 

After putting much thought into this I came to the conclusion and submit the 

opinion that there was never intended to be a gap in descriptions between these 

two parcels. I also come to the conclusion that onother way of looking ot these 
deed descriptions was thot the descriptions were, in essence, citing that parcels 
south of line T to "j” to "m" got 18.75% of the north-south length of the 
Southwest Quarter of Section 2 and the Southeast Quarter of Section 3 and the 
description of the parcel retraced this survey got 81.25% of the length of these 
lines Thus, this is how I established T at 18.75% of the distance from ”h" to 
"g”; "j" at 18.75% of the distance from "P" to ”S”; and V at 18.75% of the 
distance from "Q” to *U". As such, each parcel shares proportionately equally in 
the excess distance. The first description cites that the parcel turns south 30 rods 
(495’) at the intersection of line ”R” to "V*. However, it was discovered by the 
title company that this part of the description had been deeded off years ago via 
Deed Record Book 10, Page 504 In the Monroe County Recorder’s Office and 
just never rewritten os an exception from the existing parcel description. From 
there the parcel cites the center of the road from "m to "Y* and the adjoining 
descriptions east of "m" to ”Y” also cite the same center of the same road. Thus 
there is no ambiguity in descriptions between ”m” to ”Y”. The porcel does 
except out an area around the Liberty Church. This area it excepts out is 
'ambiguous. However, a deed which contains a survey by Ed Farkas around the 
’vcemetery called for the points at "X”, "W”, *Z”, and a". As such, they were 
>*J£as being on the original exception lines. This first description then goes to 
3T and then bock to S with the exception of the area around the cemetery. 

, part of the description commences at ”S" and then cites East 80 rods 
0^20 ). In my opinion this 80 rod dimension (1320’) was meant to go to V 
(1327.47). It then cites thence North 52 rods, thence West 80 rods, thence 
South to the place of beginning, except 1 acre out of the Southeast comer for 
burial and church purposes. Thus line "b” to ”c” was established on line V to 
D . -"The north-south dimension of 52 rods (858‘) was yielded to the physical 
center of the road which centerline of said road is cited as the boundary line of 
all the parcels north of it As such the dimension of ”b” to "c” is approximately 
6 longer than the record dimension and the dimension of ”s” to "d” is 4.61’ 
shorter. Although it is my opinion that, though not specifically cited in the 
description, it was the intent for the north line of the second parcel to be in 
harmony with the center of the road. The third description cites its point of 
beginning as S and then cites West 44 rods (726’) and then North 52 rods 
(858.) which would fall approximately 10.25’ north of the mean center of the 
road. Thus, like c and d , "f” was set in the mean center of the road 10.2’ 
short of the record distance. It is peculiar that ”e” to ”f” is east of the county 
road. However, the adjoining description west of this line in Deed Record Book 
163, Page 84 cites its east line as 118 rods (1947’) east of the West Line of the 
Northeast Quarter of Section 3, Township 10 North, Range 2 West and, as such, 
actuolly overlaps onto line ”e" to ”f” by approximately 29.67’. Due to the 
ambiguities and lack of clarity in record descriptions and plats, I created a 
revised parcel description that is, in my opinion, the most reliable interpretation 
of the original record descriptions of the parcels surveyed, staked, and combined 
in this survey. 

In regards to uncertainties due to occupation lines, a fence along line "j” to ”m” 
was found to be from 10.8’ south to 32.8’ north of line "j* to m". A fence 
along line X to W wos found to be from 0.2’ north to 0.4’ south of line "X" 
to W . A fence along line ”W” to "Z" was found to be from 0.8’ west to 2.1’ 
east of line ”W to Z . A fence along line "Z” to "b" was found to be from 0.2’ 
south to 0.2 north of line Z to b . A fence along part of line "g” to T is as 

much as 16.2 east of line g” to *T\ A fence olong part of fine i to *T is 

approximately 6' south of line V to ”j”. The center of the county road is from 1’ 
to 2 west of line g to where it curves, os shown on Plot of Survey. The center 

of the county road from e to ”f” is as much as 51.4’ west of line "e” to ”f”. 

The mean center of the asphalt county road was held to establish line ”f” to ”c" 
as will be discussed further in the report. Line ”c” to "b” is within the county 

road at all locations and within ±4’ of being in the center of said road. The 

physical^ center of the asphalt surface wos held for the boundary line between 
nr to m , which centerline would, in my opinion, constitute the occupation 
line. Note that certain unwritten (legal) rights might be involved os to actual 
ownership and/or use of the property between these occupation lines and the 
record boundary lines staked this survey. Before teoring out old occupation lines 
or constructing new in locations where the old occupation lines are not coincident 
with the record boundary lines and for more information about unwritten (legal) 
rights to property ownership, it is advisable to consult legal council.
